They seem too in-
sigmificent to play sny important part
in the economy of ustur:, bnt the
groat moosters of the deep, beside
which the eleplinnt and the ox and the
cik nre small animals, owe their exist-
enco  to these mioroscopie plaots,
Their vegetstive power is wonderfnl
pust nll expression. Among Innd plants
ocarn, which yields seed about s huu-
dredfold ina single svason, is the em-
Dblom of fertility, but it oan be shown
that n siugle marine plant very mnoh
stanller than s geain of mustard seed
wonlil fill the whole ocean solid in less
than a week, if nll of its deseendanta
were to live.

As conutless minnte animals ave
constantly pasturing upon them the
multiplieation of these plants is kopt
in check, hut in oalm westher it is no
rare thing to Bud great tracts of water
many miles in extent packed so fall of
them thni the whole sarfase i& con
verted into a slimy mass, which breaks
the waves and smooths the surlnce
like ail.  The so-ealled “‘back water'
of the Arctic and Antartic Ocenns con
sistu of o mass of these planta erowded
fogether until the veas nee discolored
by them,

Through these weasof ““black water™”
rosm the right whales, the largest ani-
male on earth, gulping st ench mouth-
ful hundreds of gallons of the little
mollusks and erustacesus which feed
on the plants. 1o tropiosl seas ships
pometimos suil for days throngh great
floating islamls of this surfnee vege-
tation, and the Hed Sen owes its name
to the euvloration of ita water by
swarms of microssopic plants whiely
are of a reddish tinge. It has been
surmised that man may st some future
time pssert his dominion over the
fishes of the sea, sending out foeks
and herds of nl-rlll'.""il‘tlt°‘ll marine

Chesapenke Bay roceives the drain-
nge of more than 40,000,000 acres of
fertile land, the most valanble part of
the soil from which is received eventu-
allyin the bosom of its quiet waturs,
There it is  deposited sll over the
Lottom in the form of fine Llack sedi-
ment, known as oyster mail.  This is
just as valnable to man and as it to
nourish plants as the mad which set
tes every yonr ou the whent fields and
rico fields of Egypt. 1t is s natural
fertilizer nnd it is s0 rich in organie
muatter that it putrifies inn few honrs
when exposed to the sun.

In the shallow waters of tho bay,
under the inflnenee of warm sunlight,
this mud produces » wost luxarions
vegetation, but with few excoptions
the plaute which grow from it are mi-
eroscopie nnd invisible. They ure not
conflned like land pllltllh to the sur
faoe of the soil, their food belag Jil-
fused in solution thronghout the whole
body of the water. As they are
bathed on all sides by nourishiment,
they do not bave to go through the
slow process of sncking 1t throngh
roots and stems, sod they grow sndd
multiply st & rate which lins no par
ullel in the lsuid plants.  In fact, they
wonld quiekly ehoke up the whole buy |
if they were mot held in check by
countless minute animuls whick feast
npon them.

The oyater is an animsal sspecially
adapted for living in sazh waters and
for gathering np these HLLOFOROU o
plants  and  torming  them  futo
food for 1ann Mizgroscopio animals
also coutribute to its diet.
